WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—All the 
executive departments were closed to- 
day. and most of the private business 
houses also. At the White House the 
day was a quiet one, although during 
the morning the President was in his 
office and saw several prominent callers, 
Among those were Senators Davis and 
Frye, each of whom had a talk with 
the President. When the peace com- 
missioners presented the treaty to the 
Presidnt on Saturday there was no op- 
portunity for a conference. Senator 
Frye went to the State Department 
from the White House. During the 
afternoon the President and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley enjoyed a long ride, and in the 
evening sat down to dinner with their 
three nephews, who are guests at the 
White House. Attorney-General and 
Mrs. Griggs and Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Allen and Mrs. Allen were 
visitors at the Executive Mansion for 
a time in the evening. 


SENATC™ FRYE ON PEACE. 


ent not Committed Re- 
garding Territory. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT RKEPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Senator 
Frye talced tac.y to*a Star reporter 
with respect to the conditions attend- 
ing and resulting from the peace ne- 
gotiations. With fespect to the fre- 
-‘quently-repeated statement in press 
dispatches that the sentiment of the 
powers, with the exception of England, 
was opposd to the United States and 
looked with disfavor upon the attitude 
of this government in dealing —= with 
Spain, Senator Frye said: 

“IT saw no evidence of such sentiment 
existing outside of France, and in 
France that sentiment appeared to. be 
confined to the press, which does not 
reflect the sentiment of the nation nor 


| the people generally.” 


‘Do you think there will be any res- 
toration of cordial relations between 
Spain and the United States?’ 

“I think that very soon after the 
ratification of the peace treaty and the 
restoration of diplomatic relations, there 
will be no difficulty about negotiating 
commercial treaties, and a treaty for 
the release of prisoners, and such 
other matters directed toward the per- 
fect restoration of friendly relations 
between the two governments, I do 
not believe that the Spanish govern- 
ment will be at all disposed to keep up 
unfriendly feeling between the two gov- 
ernments. The making of new treaties 
adapted to the present conditions would 
be better than the restoration of the 
old treaties, some features of which 
were obsolete.”’ 

“What has been published with re- 
spect to the treaty of peace seems 
to indicate, does it not, that this gov- 
ernment is not committed by these ne- 
gotiations with respect to the future 
disposition of the territory, the Spanish 
sovereignty over which has been re- 
linquished?’’ 

“It indicates very strongly that this 
government is not committed in any 
way whatever with respect to the dis- 
position and government of these 
islands. If we are insane enough to 
do so, we might give them all back to 
Spain after the ratification of the 
treaty. If we were fools we might divide 
them up among. the- other foreign

CANAL COMMISSION. 


Admiral Walker Says the Report is 
Nearly Ready—Figures. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Admiral 
Walker, chairman of the Nicaraguan 
Canal Commission, when questioned to- 
day as to the time when the report of 
the commission would be sent to Con- 
gress, said that the time could not be 
stated definitely as the report had not 
been signed nor entirely completed. 
He presumed, however, that it would 
be ready within the next very few 

days. 

In answer to further inquiries, the 
admiral said that, there was no differ- 
ences of opinion among the members of 
the commission except possibly on the 
question of cost, and that difference 
might be adjusted so that the report 
would be unanimous on all points. 
Owing to the illness of Mr. Haines 
during the last ten days, practically 
nothing had been done, but now that 
the commission was together again, a 
conclusion on this and other points 
might be expected soon.

EXPORTS TO CANADA, 


TRADE OF THE UNITED STATES 
STILL INCREASES, 


New Dominion Tariff Law Has No 
Particular Effect, Though it 


is Discriminating—Gaining Over | 


Great Britain—Figures 
Looking At. 


Worth 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says that 
the new Canadian tariff does not ap- 
pear to have decreased the exports from 
the United States to that country. That 
measure, enacted in 1897, provided that 
goods entering Canada from Great 
Britain and her colonies should enjoy a 
tariff rate 25 per cent. less than that 
collected on goods from other countries, 
one-half of that reduction going into 
effect on August 1, 1897, and the re- 
mainder on August 1, 1898. | 

The exportation from the United 
States to Canada has, therefore, since 
August 1, 1898, been made under what- 
ever disadvantage the new discriminat- 
ing rates of that tariff afford. It is 
therefore interesting to compare the fig- 
ures of the exports to Canada since that 
date both with those of the correspond- 
ing months of 1897, in which only one- 
half of the discriminating rate was in 
operation and with those of 1896, within 
which no discriminating rate existed. 

The figures of the Treasury Bureau 
of Statistics, covering the details of the 
export trade are now available. for the 
months of August, September ask: Oe- 
tober. They show that dtritz those 
three months of 1898, in which t®e ful) 
25 per cent. reduction in favel 
Britain and her colonies was i: o. ers 
tion, exports from the United «iates 
Canada were larger than in any edrra- 
sponding three months in the history 
of our commerce with that county 
In fact the exports from the 
States to Canada have newer shown 
more rapid gains than since the enact- 
ment of the new Canadian tariff gain- 
ing to imports from Great Britain and 
her colonies from those of the United 
States. 

In the first three months of its op- 
eration in 1897, the discrimination in 
favor of goods from Great Britain in- 
creased only 12% per cent., exports 
from the United States to Canada in- 
creased nearly $4,000,000, compared with 
the corresponding months of 1896, 
against an average gzin of $2,500,000 in 
the corresponding periods of earlier 
years. In August, September and Oc- 
tober, 1898, however, which were un- 
der the full operation of the new law, 
the increase over the corresponding 
months of 1897 is more than $5,000,000. 
The total exports from the United 
States to Canada in August, September 
and October of the present year under

STEAM SCHOONER LAKME I8-IN 
BAD CONDITION. 


Three Thousand Barrele of Lime in 
Her Hold and Lumber on 
Her Deck. 


PLIGHT OF THE ALCATRAZ. 


FAR OUT AT SEA WITH HER SHAFT 
BROKEN. 


Collision Caused by Heavy Fog—Gov- 
ernment Against a Snag—Bullet 
Kills a Child—Case of 

Neglect, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
ASTORIA (Or.,) Dec. 26.—The steam 
schooner Lakme, Capt. Klitgaard, ar-. 
rived in port this morning from Se- 
attle with fire in her hold, and is now 
lying at the wharf of the West Shore 
Mills Company. The Lakme -carries 
3000 barrels of lime, and the exact lo- 
cation of the fire cannot yet be deter- 
mined. The fire was discovered about 
11 o’clock, when the steamer was off 
the Columbia River. She left Seattle 
early Saturday morning, and g¢arwied 
a deck load of 30,000 feet of lumber in 
addition to fifty tons of coal in her 
bunkers. 
The Lakme is bound for San Pedro, 
and was about thirty miles off the 
coast Saturday night when smoke was 
discovered issuing from her forward 
bulkhead. After a short examination 
of cargo, Capt. Klitgaard was satisfied 
that the lime was on fire. . The Lakme 
was headed for the Columbia River, and 
although a. dense fog prevailed, she 
steamed into the harbor without mis- 
hap. Steam from the boilers was 
forced into the hold as soon as the fire 
was discovered, and it is believed has 
had the effect of holding the fire in 
check. 
A-force of stevedores was put to 
work ‘this morning removing the deck- 
load of lumber, and when that is. done 
an examination will be made to Weter- 
mine the extent of the fire, if possible. 
Several who have examined the Lakme 
state that the steamer will have to be 


scuttled before the fire can be sub- 
dued. 


ALCATRAZ DISABLED. 


Far Out at Sen With a Broken 
Shaft. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]} 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 26.—The 
steamer San Mateo which arrived here 
today reports having passed the steam 
schooner Alcatraz off Point Concep- 
cion, drifting in a southerly direction 
and beyond the control of her crew, ow- 
ing to the fact that her shaft had 
broken shortly after she cleared the 
Golden Gate. The Alcatraz left here 


cleared the heads when her shaft broke 
and wind and sea carried her along the 
coast southward. 
When seen by the San Mateo she had 
drifted several hundred miles from the 
point of her breaking down. As soon 
as the San Mateo’s report was received 
the steam schooner Alcazar was or- 
dered from Port Los Angeles to go to 
the assistance of the Alcatraz. Little 
fear is entertained for the safety of 
the vessel. 


BIG INJUNS HEAP MAD. 
Demand a Million and a Half from 
the Government. : 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

SPOKANE (Wash.,) Mec. 26.—The 
government has run against a snag in 
allotting lands in severalty on the Col- 
villé Indian reservation, peopled by 900 
Indians. Indian Agent Anderson and 
Allotting Agent Harry Humphrey have 
been trying for some time to allot the 
lands, but have met with resistance, 
the Indians being opposed to surveys 
and allotments unless the government 
pays them for the land as the Nez 
Perces and Couer d@’Alenes were paid 
for theirs. 

There are about 1,500,000 acres on the 
reservation, and the contention of the 
fsovernment is that the Indians have no 
title to it. The government proposed 
‘to allot eighty acres to each Indian in 
severalty, and give them nothing more. 
The Indians, led by Chief Aura Pag- 
huin and Chief Bernard, demand that 
they be paid about $1,500,000, claiming 
this under the report of a commission 
which examined into the matter some 
time after the reservation was set apart 
by President Grant's proclamation in 
July, 1872, 

A truce has been secured on _ the 
premise that the two - chiefs will be 
taken to Washington this winter by 
Agent Anderson to see the President. 
Under the truce surveys are proceed- 
ing. The Colville reservation contains 
% number of thriving mining towns. 
among them Republic, where is located 
the famous Republic mine.

[New York Heraid:] Mynah is the smaft- 
est bird on the continent, and for vaiied 
voice accomplishments has no superier in 
the world. ynah is the East Indian name 
of his species, which belongs to the clever 
starling family, and so his owner calls him. 
He was the center of attraction on Thursday 
at the bird show of the New York Ornitho- 
logical Society, and in his most clever per- 
formances was a favorite, particularly with 
cae, FOUREEF visitors, of whom he is very 
. fond. 

When Mynah is sitting quiet, with a know- 
ing twist to his head and his little beadlike 
black eyes glistening like jet hued diamonds, 
he would not attract moré attention than 
the ordinary bird of his family, for he is 
quite plain in appearance, with yellow bill 
and legs, black head and shoulders, brown 
body and white tipped tail and white breast. 
But when he opens his mouth and exercises 
his versatile vocal organs he seems to ap- 
proach the human. 

I was honored with a private interview 
with Mynah at the home of his owner, Miss 
Emma Thursby, at No. 34 Gramercy Park, 
and so saw him under more than ordinary 
advantages and disadvantages, which de- 
pended on the humor of the bird. 

As I approached the room where Mynah 
was I heard a twanging as of Indian ins'ru- 
ments, similar to the music (?) heard on the 
Midway Plaisance. When I entered I was 
surprised to see no performers, but Mynah 
alone, with open mouth and vibrating larynx, 
from which came the metallic notes of an 
Vriental banjo and tomtom.

PRESIDENT’S POLICY. 


PLANS OF THE ADMINISTRATION 
ARE OUTLINED. 


. 


Member of the Cabinet Talks of 
the Philippine Question—The 
Canal—Oregon and iowa Greeted 
by Cubans—Russian 
Greene’s Discharge. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The expedition which 
started from Manila last night for Ilo- 
ilo, in the Philippines, to maintain order 
there, consisted of a signal detach~- 
ment, Battery G, of the Sixth Artillery, 
the Eighteenth Regulars and the Fifty- 
first lowa Regiment, under command of 
Gen. Miller. They left Manila on board 
the transports Pennsylvania, Arizona 
and Newport. The expedition was con- 
voyed ‘by the Baltimore. It is be- 
lieved the Spaniards are on the point 
of evacuating Iloilo, The President's 
plan for the Philippine Islands are at- 
tracting much attention at Washington 
and is a subject of discussion among 
those high in authority. A prominent 
member of the Cabinet yesterday out- 
lined the administration’s plans in this 
regard as follows, pre-supposing that 
the peace treaty will be promptly rat- 
ified by the Senate: 

“Wirgt—That while the products of 
Porto Rico and Hawaii are to come in 
free, the products of the Philippines 
must pay the Dingley tariff duty. We 
are to trade with them on the same ba- 
sis as with the rest of the world. 

“Second—the ‘open-door’ policy will 
not affect the customs dues between the 
United States and the Philippine Isl- 
ands. To make them self-supporting, 
the Philippihe tariff schedule will re- 
quire this country to pay its share of 
the customs duties. — 

“Third—The United States is to take 
the Filpinos under its care; to teach 
them the principles of republican in- 
stitutions; to install into them a love 
of Hberty and free institutions. 

“Pourth—To help them to acknowl- 
edge of self-government, and, while 
military rule must be maintained until 
other laws have been made, to place 
the island government on a self-sus- 
taining, paying basis. Beyond this the 
administration has thus far not gone.” 

Aguinaldo’s envoy, Felipe Agoncillo, 
who left New York for Washington 
last night, has abandoned all idea of 
the immediate independence of the Fil- 
ipinos, and has become nearly recon- 
ciied to American control of the islands 
for the time being, at least. One ob- 
ject of his going to Washington is to 
endeavor to makearrangements for the

STRICT COMPLIANCE WITH THE 
AGREEMENT EXPECTED. 
\Kext Year Will Find Remaining 
Spanish Troops in All the Islands 
Only Our Guests—The 
New Regime. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


HAVANA, Dec. 26.—[By West Indian 
Cabtile.}] The American Evacuation 
Commissioners will tomorrow issue 
the following proclamation to the in- 
habitants of the island of Cuba: 

“The undersigned commissioners on 

the part of the United States, having 
been invested with power by the Presi- 
‘dént:! to arrange for and execute the 
evacuation of Cuba and adjacent isl- 
ands, and also taking over the public 
‘property of Spain, have entered into 
an-agreement with the commissioners 
on the part of Spain for the final cere- 
monies and regulations to be observed 
and carried out on the Ist day of Jan- 
uary and thereafter until-all the Span- 
ish troops shall have embarked for re- 
patriation, and the same is published 
for the guidance of the inhabitants and 


_ others outside of the Santiago district. 


“The undersigned desire in this pub- 


lie manner to press and enjoin upon all 


the people of the island the necessity 


for strict compliance with the terms of 


this agreement to the end that publiv 
order and due respect for the gravity 
of the occasion may prevail,,and espe- 
cially to admonish all classes of people 
to exercise. self-restraint and modera- 
tion, and refrain from giving cause of 


. offense or irritation and from exhibi- 
. tion of excitement, undue manifesta- 


_ tion of feeling, or from doing any act 


calculated to produce irritation or bad 
feeling. 

‘For nearly four months this com- 
mission and other officials of the United 
States have been under the protection 
of the Spanish authority. They have 
extended to us the most. scrupulous 
courtesy and consideration, and not one 


. unpleasant incident has marred our so- 


journ in their midst and now that our 
positions are soon to be reversed, and 
they are to become our guests and en- 
iitled to our protection, we must see to 
it that they enjoy the same immunity 
and consideration. Apart 
eminent propriety of such a course, the 
interests of all classes, Cubans and 
Spaniards and Americans, will be 
thereby subserved. 

. “Acting under a sense of duty to the 
people and our government, we give 
notice that any violation of the terms 
and provisions of this agreement will 
be resented and the offenders broughc 
promptly to justice. Representing all 
classes and interests, we shall be gov- 
erned by the strictest impartiality, 


> with the sole purpose of promoting the

rehabilitation and pacification of Cuba. 
The preservation of peace, the security 
to persons and property, and the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of govern- 
ment, with just laws impartially ada- 
minsitered, - are ‘indispensable. to the 
welfare and happiness of the people. 
We therefore tonfidently invoke the 
aid and coéperation of the inhabitants 
in accomplishing these ends. The 
agreement is as fcllows: 

‘Whereas, the convention § entered 
into on the 16th day of November, 
1898, between the commissioners of 
the United States and the commission- 
ers of Spain, provides that the final 
evacuation of the territory of Cuba and 
adjacent Spanish islands by the forces 
ef Spain shall be completed at 12 
oclock meridian on the 
January, 1899, and says that if for un- 
avoidable reasons the embarkation of 
the Spanish forces shall not be com- 
pleted on the date herein fixed, in such 
case suitable and convenient places 
shall be designated for the residence of 
the remaining Spanish troops until 
their embarkation shall be accom-- 
plished, it being well understood, how- 
ever, that these troops will not be 
ejected from their quarters during the 
time they must necessarily remain 
there, leaving them in their quarters 
and the sick in hospitals under the 
safeguard of the armies of the United 
he until they can be sent home, 
and, 

“Whereas, notwithstanding all the 
efforts made by the Spanish authorities 
faithfully and promptly to carry out 
the provisions of the aforesaid conven- 
tion, there will still be a number of 
Spanish troops in the provinces of Ma- 
tanzas and Santa Clara, whom it will] 
impossible to be embarked for their 
native country before the first of next 
January. 

“Now, therefore, 
tween the commissioners of the United 
States and the commissioners of Spain, 
in joint session assembled, possessing 
for this purpose under article four of 


the protocol agreement between the 


United States and Spain, signed at 
‘Washington on the 12th day of August, 
1898. full authority from the govern- 
ment of the United States and the 
government of Spain respectively, as 
follows: 

“First—The Spanish troops remain- 
ing unembarked on the first of Janu- 
ary, shall remain undisturbed, until 
their embarkation to Spain, in their 
respective quarters, . buildings and

States. The commanding officer of 
the Spanish offices in the event of pub- 
Yie disorder will place himself at once 
in communication with the command- 
ing officer of the United States forces 
and. in concert with him, carry out such 
measures for the suppression of dis- 
order as they may jointly agree upon, 
or Which they may have formulated in 
advance for the prevention and sup- 
pression of such disorders. 
“Second—The Spanish officers in com- 


.mand of troops will give due notice to 


the nearest commanding officer of the 
United States forces of their intended 
departure from their quarters for their 
respective points of embarkation. 

“Third—Provincial and municipal 
authorities will not be allowed to tax 
in any manner the Spanish forces nor 
their belongings, nor give any orders 
which will increase the prices of 
eatables or other effects necessary for 
the subsistence of their troops. Com- 
binations to raise prices of supplies 
or to deprive the Spanish forces of what 
is necessary for their subsistence while 
in camp or en route will not be per- 
mitted. 

“Fourth—Employés of the postal and 
telegraphic service will continue to 
carry the correspondence of the Span- 
ish forces and trangmit their official

“Fifth—No import duties or charges 
of any kind or character will be levied 
by customshouse officials upon the ma- 
terial of war of the Spanish or upon 
the personal effects of Spanish soldiers 
and officers or on those of ther 
families. | 

“Sixth—Hospitals with their sick, at- 
tendants and medical officers in evacu- 
ated territory will be under the pro- 
cection of the army of the United States, 
the Spanish authorities providing 
everythine necessary for the care and 
Subsistence and the transportation of 
the sick so detained and for repatria- 
tion upon recovery. 

“Seventh—The general-in-chief of the 
Spanish army agrees that his officers 
and soldiers -will preserve the most 
exact discipline, and in the event that 
any shouid enter the houses or iands 
of private persons without cunsent of 
owners, he shali severely punish the 
offenders. 

“Eighth—Should any offense be com- 
mitted by any officer or soldier of the 
Spanish against inhabitants, he will 
promptly be brought to trial by the 
proper military authorities of said 
forces before a proper Spanish military 
tribunal. Any offense committed by 
any inhabitant against any peisun of 
the Spanish forces will be promptly 
brought to justice by the cc-nmander of 
the United States forces in connection 
with the commanding officer of the 
Spanish forces. 

“Ninth—In the event of any injury or 
damage to persons or property being 
committed by the Spanish troops, the 
injured parties shall have the right to 
submit tneir claims for indemnification 
to the Spanish government, it being 
agreed that Spain is fully accountable 
for injuries for public and private 
property, established by proper proof. 
[It is understood that this paragraph is 
subject to any provision the peace com- 
missions of the United States and 
Spain may have made on the subject of 
settlement of claims thereafter arising. 

“Tenth—Punctual payment will be 
made for whatever is purchased of in- 
habitants by or for the Spanish. 

“Eleventh—It is understood that the 
Spanish authorities will use due dili- 
gence in embarking for Spain at the 
earliest possible time the Spanish troops 
remaining in Cuba. 

“The commissioners of the United 
States and the com-nissioners of Spain, 
in order to accomplish with due formal- 
ities the official delivery of Cuba by 
representatives of the government of 
Spa‘tn to representatives of the govern- 
ment of the United States, in accord- 
ance to the agreement between both 
nations, we have resolved by common 
accord upon the following: 

“First—At 12 o’clock on the Ist day 
of January, 1899, the battery of sa- 
lutes at Cabanas will discharge twen- 
ty-one cannon shots, and immediately 
thereafter, the Spanish flag will be low- 
ered from Moro Castle, and frcem all 
official buildings where displayed, and 
the flag of the United States shall be 
Yaised in its place, saluting with an- 
other discharge of twenty-one guns 
from the same battery, these salutes 
to be fired by American and Spanjih 
artillerymen, respectively. American 
and Spanish ships of war that may be 
in this port properly equipped shall also 
salute both flags, discharging the proper 
number of guns. . 

“Second—Land and naval forces of 
the United States which may have been 
designated by their respective com- 
manders and who shall have entered 
| Havana in advance and shall have lo- 
cated themselves at a convenient place, 
upon hearing the salutes shall proceed 
to occupy the fortifications, -edifices and 
places in the city which the American 
authorities may desire to occupy, and 
that at all military places. a Spanish 
officer will await the arrival of the 
American forces and will deliver the 
place to them, leaving ‘t in their pos- 
session. If on that day and hour there 
shall yet be Spanish troops in Havana 
they will remain in their quarters and 
will form ranks during the time of the 
delivery of the city, saluting all Amer- 
ican troops which may pass them, pre- 
senting arnns to the sounds of the 
march from musicians and bands. The 
American troops will return the salute 
in identical form. 

““Third—At the same hour of 12 o’elock 
on the lst day of January there shall be 
present at all centers, the tribunals, 
officers and civil dependencies of the 
Spanish government, the _ respective 
functionaries and employés who may 
have not yet ceased discharging their 
duties, and they shall make delivery to 
the American functionaries Who may 
present themselves for that purpose, 
and will then receive proper instruc- 
tions. 

‘“‘Fourth—Before the time of delivery. 
the commissioners of the United States 
and the commissioners of Spain, to- 
gether with the two governors-general 
‘and their headquarter officers and 
guards, will assemble at the palace of 
the captain-general to decide on the 
moment and by consnon accord any 
doubt or difficulty which may occur 
over the delivery and to receive imme- 
diately afterward any person who may 
desire to visit them either in recogni- 
tion of new authority or in farewell to 
one that ceases. 

“Fifth—Although it is not to be ex- 
pected from the culture of this city that 
any one will disturb order or the grav- 
ity of the delivery of the island. if any 
offender should so disturb it. he shall 
be immediately suppressed by pub!’ 
force, and the American authorities 1,1 
punish the guilty with severity. 

“Sixth—On concluding the delivery, 
the Spanish troops which may yet re- 
main on the island shall be considered 
as a foreign army in a friendly coun- 
trv. and, as such, respected by all.

FEELING BETTER. 


People of Cuba Realize What a Good 
Change Means. 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec: 26.—A dispatch to 


“Cuba is feeling the benefits of pros- 
pective and of actual American ad- 
ministration. Some of the streets are 
really clean. Gen. F. V. Greene had 
$50,000 for public sanitation authorized 
by the War Department at Washington 
but Spanish sovereignty had to be re- 
spected, although it was unable to re- 
move the garbage from a single alley. 
The Havana ajuntalamiento or com- 
con council, had not a dollar to spend. 
So, by permission of the Spanish 
authorities, the United States took 
hold of the work. 

‘“Reques de Estaban, the alealde 
Mavor of the city, had proclamations 
posted .in which the inhabitants of 
the street cleaned were told that it 
was done by the American govern- 
ment, and they were exhorted to sec- 
ond the efforts of the United States 
military authorities. 

“This removal of the accumulation 
of the garbage does not solve the sani- 
tary problems of Havana, however. It 
shows that the.streets can be kept 
fairly clean and the city made habi- 
table while the changes that must be 
made in the sewerage system and other 
hygienic inmprovements are carried out. 
Five years may be necessary before the 
Plans which Col. George E. Waring 
prepared can be made effective. Tha 
will not prevent Havana from being 
kept clean for the next five months, 
which is the period in which it is so 
important to forestall epidemic d s- 
eases among the American troops. Gen. 
Ludlow will probably be appalled by 
the task before him as military and civi 
governor of Havana city. Every 
American army commander, when he 


faces his responsibility, probably has

that feeling. But there is usually 
some simple point at which a beginning 
can be made. In Havana it is clean 
streets. 

“Americans who are in Cuba en- 
gaged in business are chiefly concerned 
in an improvement in the mail service, 
both domestic and foreign. It would 
not be fair to judge Spanish adminis- 
tration by the complete demoralization 
Which has appeared in the postoffice 
arrangements in the last few weexs. 
Some disturbance was inevitable, The 
Knowledge that the employés that they 
would receive none of the back pay 
increased their indifference. Most of 
them will necessarily be kent for a 
time, and they knuw they will receive 
their wages. That and the desire to 
please the American officials will spur 
them along to a better performance 
of their duties. Though the service Is 
nearly disorganized, the methods of 
administration are simple, and they are 
easily adjusted to the change. This 
is shown in the case with which the 
military postoffice for the American 
troops has been: put in operation, 

“Under the Spanish ruie the «overn- 
ment owned the telegraph lines and op- 
erated them in connection with the 
Postoffice Department. The railroads 
were not permitted to use lines of their 
own. Their ordinary and necessary 
business was transacted under vexa- 
tious restrictions. The official regula- 
tions were as voluminous and as intri- 
cate as the code of civil law. It cannot 
be said that the system, under Spanish 
methods, at least, offers encouragement 
to those who favor a government postal 
telegraph. The United States will not 
have to meet that question now, be- 
cause of the practical difficulties in the 
way of administering the telegraph sys- 
tem as part of the postoffice system. 
Under the military rule which is to be 
established for the entire’ island, the 
telegraph lines will be military ones. 
The signal-service -corps will have 
charge of that. These lines are in bad 
condition. To repair them and jet the 
system in working order will require 
several weeks. When this is done, in 
addition to the use by the army, the 
lines will afford ample facilities for the 
transaction of private business. The 
volume of commercial messages is not 
likely to be large for a year or more. 

“Some of the Havana merchants do 
not have a clear idea of what the 
American military control means. They 
do not understand why Col. Bliss. an 
army officer,should te named for collec- 
tor of customs, or why similar posi- 
tions are to be under military control. 
They have been misled into believing 
thet all civil emplovments are to he 
turned over to the military arm. A lit- 
tle experience under actual administra- 
tion will remove their misgivings. Mil- 
itary responsibility will exist for all ad- 
ministration and for that reason army 
officers will be at the head of all im- 
portant departments, byt there is no 
intention of havine soldiers to dis- 
charge the duties which can only berat- 
isfactor'ly performed bv civilians. Many 
of the Spanish emnplovés, both military 
and civil, whose functions will cease on 
January 1. have been led to think that 
the Tlrited States will make good the 
due bills. or ‘1,0.T'.’ which the Spanish 
authorities have heen issuing in satis- 
faction of all obl'rrations. This helief 
is not unversal, hut: it is general enough 
to ratce hopes which will be disap- 
pointed. 


RIOTOUS CHRISTMAS. 


Various Disturbances in Wavana, 
New Police Force. 
fA. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—A special to the 
Tribune from Havaha says: 

“Christmas day was ushered into Ha- 
vana by the cracking of revolvers and 
rattling volleys from Mauser rifles in 
an affray which occurred near the cen- 
ter of the city,.between the Spanish 
troops garrisoning the _ city and the 
Cuban residents. One Cuban was fa- 
tally wounded, two others were badly 
injured, and a Spanish soldier was 
stabbed. A Cuban who received three 
wounds made by Mauser bullets and 
a bad cut across his forehead, and whu 


is reported to be dying. 

“The affair was brought on by the 
Cubans, who fired from a housetop on 
a company of soldiers asleep in the 
Hotel Roma. 

“The soldiers sprang to their feet 
and at once returned the fire. A com- 
pany of infantry scaled the low wall 
on one side of the building and hunted 
over the rooftops for the individuals 
who had begun the firing. They found 
a negro badly wounded, and carried 
him down. Other injured men were 
carried away by their friends. 

“The volley from the Mausers caused 
great alarm among the Americans, 
many fearing the fighting would be- 
come general throughout the city. An 
affray on Christmas night between 
troops and Cubans had beén prophesied 
by those who have watched events for 
the last few days. | 

“The Americans disregarded tne 
theirhomes during the evening. At mid- 
night many were on tke street. The 
Cuban element of the city’s population 
was demonstrative all evening. Fear- 
ing trouble, the guard 
troops about the city was doubled. To- 
ward midnight the city streets were 
alive with people in cabs and on foot, 
singing and shouting. : 

“It grew quieter after midnight, 
when suddenly the cracking of revol- 
vers was heard in the direction of the 
Hotel Roma. There was a moment’s 
pause.. Then came a plunging fire or 
Mausers across from the Hotel Roma. 

“At the corner of Tentiente Rey and 
Moltzerrat streets is a cluster of low, 
one-story dwellings. On the flat roofs, 
in the white moonlight, a party of 
Cubans had been celebrating the ad- 
vent of Christmas. 

“tinder the dark corridors of the 
Hotel Roma, across the street, a com- 


out asleep. 

“Suddenly some one leaned over the 
parapet of the house on which the Cn- 
bans were and fired 2 re- 
‘volver into the ra of the sleeping 
troops below. 1 
. #*The soldiers sprang to their feet, 
and the Mausers banged away as fast 
Las they eould pull.the. 

“Bullets riddled the front of the 
building, and the soldiers climbed to 
the roof and hunted for the enemy. For 
a while the guard would permit no one 
to wancer about the streets until] tne 
first excitement was over. 

“The Christmas celebration began 
again with numerous clashes between 
the. troops. Several times during the 
night firing was heard in the city. 

“There is renewed apprehension over 
the situation. It is feared as the Span- 
jards go away there will not he enough 
‘eft toward the end of the week before 
the United States troops take posses- 
sion to preserve order. 

“Gen. Ludlow has had an interview 
with Capt.-Gen. Castellanos. He said 
to Castellanos there must be order if it 
took every American soldier at Mari- 
anao to restore it. Capt.-Gen. Castel- 
‘anos called up the civ'l Governor, De 
Castro, who said the disorder had been 
quelled, 

“The American troops would hardly 
have realized this was Christmas dav 
except for the unusual! privileges given 
them by Gen. Lee in honor of the day. 
A sort of general amnesty was pro- 
-laimed to all malefacters, and the 
cuard tents were e-nptied.. One com- 
missioned officer and five privates fror 
each company were given leave of ab- 
cence and allowed to go into Havana 
*s a consequence there were mor- 
American soldiers in the town than anv 
other day since the troops began cr n 
‘ne to the island. 

“The soldiers roamed around Havana 
‘ooking at all the odd sights and fra- 
‘ernizing with the Spanish regulars on 
cuard. 

“Col. Moulton’s police force is beine 
put in shape as rapidly as possible. A

ITS END HAS COME. 


SO-CALLED FILIPINO CONGRESS 
HAS ADJOURNED. 


The Difficulty of Forming a Consti- 
tution Proved Too Much for the 


<Axguinaldo 
at Paterno Trying to Soothe 
Hostility.

MANILA, Dec. 26.—{By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.} The so-called Congress of the 
revolutionary government of the Fili- 
pinos which has been in session for 
some time at Malolos, has been unex- 
pectedly adjourned owing to the diffi- 
culty of forming a constitution. 

A Cabinet of President Aguinaldo, 
appointed at Bacoor on July 15 last, 
and named in the Bacoor prociamation 
issued on that date, has resigned. 

Gen. Agu'inaldo, who had been at Ma- 
lolos, came from there to Malate, a 
suburb of Manila. Then he visited Pa- 
terno and now, it is reported, he has 
gone to Cavite Viejo, the old town of 
Cavite. Reliable advices say that 
while he was at Paterno he was inde- 
fatigable in his efforts to overcome the 
policy of the militant factions, which 
is hostile to the Americans. It is prob- 
able that his influence will avail to 
avert trouble.

WINNING A COMMISSION. 


N THE year 1860 I was chief mate 
of the packet ship Emerald Isle, | 
a vessel of 3000 tons burden, which | 
left Southampton under the conge | 
mand of Capt. Ezra Bunker. Although 
I was but 21 years old at the time, I 
had been promoted in the place of the 
former mate, who had left the ship 
this trip. 

We had fine weather down the Chan- 
nel and for three days afterward, but 
on the fourth day we encountered a 
heavy western gale, which continued 
for two days, and during which we 
were obliged to lay hove to most of the 
time. At the end of the second day the | 
gale increased to such an extent, with 
a high running sea coming up over 
the weather bow, that the captain de- 
cided to put her off before it and scud 
for the night with the hope that by 
daybreak the gale would abate suffi- 
ciently to allow the ship to come up 
on the wind and make some .westing. 
When we put the ship about her head 
paid off rapidly, and she fell into the 
trough of the sea, while the waves 
broke clear over her stern. Capt. 
Bunker was standing aft on the poop 
deck at the time, giving the necessary 
directions for wearing ship, when as 
she broached to and lay wallowing in 
the watery abyss for an instant, a huge 
comber struck her, rolled over the 
weather rail, and, breaking on the 
deck, rushed like a cataract into the 
lee waterways, carrying the captain 
with it, and throwing him violently 
against the bulwarks, where his feet 
slid under a spare spar which was 
lashed there for use in cases of emer- 
gency. This sea was almost imme- 
diately followed by a second, much 
heavier than the preceding one, and sv 
quickly that the captain was unable to 
extricate himself from has awkward 
and dangerous position, and was raised 
with his legs 
He cried 
out lustily for help, and the second 
mate ran quickly to his assistance, 
while I went to the wheel and put the 
ship before the wind. 

It was a serious task to get the cap- 
tain out of his predicament, as he was 
unable to help himself, ‘and begged 
them to be gentle. He appeared to be 
in great agony, which is not to be won- 
dered at, for when we got him free at 
last, we found that both his legs were 
broken below the Knees. The super- 
cargo had some Knowledge of surgery, 
and he succeeded in setting the broke 
limbs, but he advised us to take the 
ship back %0 Southampton or to the 
nearest port, so that the injured man 
could receive proper care and attention. 
To this proposition Capt. Bunker stren- 
uously objected; in fact, he would not 
hear of it at all, declaring in the 
strongest terms possible that while he 
was alive his place was aboard the} 
ship, and she should not go back tv 
Southampton as long as he was able ty 
retain command. He then gave me 
positive orders to make the best of my 
way to New York with the ship. 

In the mean while the vessel had 
been speeding on before the gale like a 
racehorse on the homestretch. All 
night long the tempest raged, all night 
long she plunged and tossed, laboring 
heavily while the savage winds tore at 
her as if striving to pull her from her 
watery bed, but the good ship con- 
tinued on her course undaunted. 

My only thought was to obey the or- 
ders I had received and get the ship 
to New York, so I remained on deck 
most ef the time, trying to pierce the 
inky blackness of the night, anxiously 
awaiting the coming day, when I in- 
tended to put the ship on her course 
again at all hazards, 

At daybreak I imagined that I felt: 
a slight lull in the storm, and upon 
looking at the barometer for the hun- 
dredth time I found it stationary. Dur- 
ing the next hour it began to rise 
slowly. 

The gale was abating! 

By six bells I was able to haul by the 
wind and make sai!. I shaped a course 
toward New York as close as the wind 
would permit. Nothing of moment oc- 
curred during the remainder of our voy- 
age, save that we encountered head 


ably to the southward, but after three 
weeks of hard work we made Scotland 
Lizht, and sailed into the lower bay 
very much to the surprise and gzratifi- 
cation of our owners, who had felt no 
little concern for the safety of the ship. 

Capt. Bunker had grown much worte 
during the last week on ship board, and 
by the time we arrived in New York 
he was in a precarious condition. 

“Stick to the ship, my boy,” he said 
to me as he was carried over the side, 
“she is good for many a blow. Do the 
best you can with the packet until I 
get on my sea legs again.” 

I did not realize fully the meaning of 
this remark until the day previous to 
her sailing, when I. received orders to 
take command of the Emerald Isle and 
proceed to Liverpool, there to take on 
board a cargo of miscellaneous freight 
for Lossman & Co. of New Orleans.. 

It was near the last of March, 1861, 
when we lay moored in the Mersy, our 
sails loosed to a bowline, and flapping 
in the brisk morning breeze. The last 
lighter load of cargo had been brought 
off and hoisted on board by rightfall. 
I was obliged to ship a number of new 
men in place of those who had deserted 
on our arrival, and, after clearing my 
pship, I awaited the first ebb tide for 
sailing. 

Just before daybreak the Emerald 
Ysle swung round head to the stream, 
a light favorable breeze sprung up, and 
with cable hove short a.nd_ topsails 
sheeted home, we broke out our anchor 
and stood down the river, picking our 
way among the vessels lying in the 
roadstead. Out through the’ crowded 
thoroughfare of ships she glided borne 
on by the strong. current now running 
swiftly under her, with sails arely lift- 
ing before the gentle land breeze which 
springs up at dawn. Out past.the piers 


rougher water of the channel until the 
twinkling anchor lights of tiie fleet 
astern disappeared one by one, while 
ahead the bright day marks rcinted 
the road to sea. In due time we had 
run down the Irish coast, and the chan- 
nel fgs had rolled over the vessel for 
the last time as the ship encountered 
the Atlantic swell, and was put on her 
course for the long voyage to New Or- 
leans. 

The cargo consisted of general mer- 
chandise, made up, I was informed, of 
machinery in cases, and intended for 
use on the sugar plantations of Louis!- 
ana. There were over five thousand 
cases of the machinery, and most of it 
was in long, narrow boxes, such as usu- 
ally contain rifles, but as it was no 
business of mine to look after the char- 
acter of the cargo, I had not paid any 
attention to it, though had my sus- 
picions as to the kind of “machinery” 
that the cases contained. Another 
thing, and one that made me still more 
suspicious, was that my orders from 
the agent were to make as quick time 
to New Orleans as possible, and at the 
game time shape my courses so that the 
ship would pass outside of the Ba- 
hamas, and along the southern coast of 
Cuba, but at no time to make the land 
during the day time if- it could be 
avoided. This appeared to me rather a 
roundabout way to port, especially as 
I was expected to reach my destination 
at an early day. 

Prior to. our departure from Liverrool 
there had been rumors of war between 
the States, seven of the Southern States 
having seceded from the Union and 
formed a separate government, while

the bar, out into the cléar and} 


feared that. there would be a conflict 
at any moment as the feeling was 
strong in both sections and neither 
was disposed to yield to the other. 
In the event of hostilities my cargo 
would probably be considered contra- 
band of war even if it were machinery 
as noted in the manifest, while if it 
were, as I partially suspected, muni- 
tions of war, the vessel’ as well as the 
cargo would be liable to seizure if it 
were found by a Union cruiser. I at- 
tributed my particular orders to the 
unsettled condition of affairs and. I felt 
the great responsibility that rested upon 
me. I hoped against hope that I would 
reach my destination before war broke 
out, for in that. case I would be relieved 
from any care in the matter, so I de- 
termined to give the Emerald Isle a 
chance to show what she could do and 
to make the best time I could toward 
New Orleans. 

It was a long voyage, fully forty days 
being consumed before I found myself 
to the southward of Cuba directing my 
course to the westward. Strange to re- 
late, I had seen no vessel of any kind 
after leaving the English Channel. 
Light baffling winds and calms had 
followed one another with exasperating 
regularity for days at a time, and when 
we did have a breeze it was usually 
dead ahead, but finally we made Tortu- 
gas Light one night about 10 o’clock, 
and shaped a course for the delta of 
the Mississippi. 

When we were within about two 
days’ sail of the passes, the lookout 
reported a gail, and in less than an 
hour we had the craft close under our 
lee, when it proved to be one of those 
small fishing and sponging smacks so 
numerous in the Gulf. My curiosity 
to learn:the state of affairs in the 
United States prompted me to let the 


ship go off a point and run down to the 
stranger. 


“Schooner ahoy!”’ I called out to the 
man at the helm. 

“Aye, aye!”’ he replied, at the same 
time hauling by the wind and coming 
uv under our stern. 


“How are things progressing in the 
States?” I anxiously inquired. 
“Sumpter has been bombarded, and 
the North and South are at war!” came 
the answer, which fell on our ears like 
a peal of thunder from a clear sky. 

The country in a state of war! 3 
The thought came to me instantly 
that this ship and cargo were liable 
to seizure. I was in a terrible state 
of mind, and scarcely knew for a 
hat to do. I put the ship 
on her course, however, and we goon 
hauled away from the sponger, By this 
time my mind had cleared, and I was 
able to'see that my duty was to my 
country, and that I must remain loyal 
at all hazards. If this cargo were 
munitions of war it would never do 
for me to allow it to fall into the 
hands of the secessionists, for I was a 
Union man from my head to my feet, 
and I resolved to get the Emerald Isle 
to some northern port as quickly as 
possible and turn her over to the 
authorities. 
I was certain, however, that I would 
be unable to do this without some 
trouble, for I knew that fhe mate and 
Supercargo were- both southern sympa- 
thizers, as we had had many contro- 
versies during the voyage on the ques- 
tion of secession, and I did not know 
how far their influence had been ex- 
erted with the crew, so that in case of 
& mutiny I uncertain where I 
stood.. The second mate and boat- 
Swain were both staunch Union men, 
and I knew that I could rely upon them 
in case of trouble. 

So there. were on this ship, within 
two days’ sail of port, the very element 
of warfare that were now at odds in 
our country, and I, a mere boy, had a 
task to perform which would have 
caused anxiety to far older heads than 
mine. I resolved to take the initia- 
tive, however, and therefore requested 
the tow mates and the supercargo to 
come below into the cabin, leaving the 
boatswain in charge of the deck. 

I sent the steward and cabin boy on 
deck, and when we were alone, I said: 

“Now, gentlemen, you have heard 
the news that this fisherman has given 
us; what do you think is the prover 
thing to do in regard to this ship, which 
is bound to the country of an enemy 
of the Federal States?’’ 

For a moment no one replied, but I 
Saw the mate and supercargo exchang- 
ing glances, then the mate spoke: 

“Well, captain,’ he said, “I don’t see 
that there is anything for you to do 
but to obey the orders of your owners, 
and take your cargo to New Orleans.” 

“But you must acknowledge that if 
this ship contains goods which are con- 
traband of war, we would then be per- 
forming an illegal act and one which 
will render us liable to seizure and con- 
fisication, thereby losing both ship and 
cargo.” 

“O, I guess the ship will be all right, 
captain,” said the mate, with a mean- 
ing smile, in which he was joined by 
the supercargo, “‘while as to the cargo, 
I calculate it will find its rightful 
owners if. you put the Emerald Isle 
along side the levee at New Orleans.”’ 

“What do you mean, sir?’ I asked, 
surprised to see the man show his 
hand so quickly. 

‘Why, surely captain, you must know 
that this cargo is intended for the 
use of the Southern Confederacy!” he 
answered, seeming to be very much 
astonished. 

For the Southern Confederacy! Now 
my worst suspicions were realized, and 
I knew that we were carrying to New 
Orleans arms and mutions of war. Ard 
the mates thought I was cognizant of 
the whole matter. | 

“‘No!”’ I replied. emphatically, “I did 
not know it, and what is more, the 
Southern Confederacy will not handle 
an ounce of it, if I have to scuttle the 
ship to prevent it.” I was a litte 
nettled to think I had been led into 
such a trap with my eyes open, for the. 
company had taken advantage of my 
youth and inexperience, thinking I 
would be intimidated by the older men 
in case things came to a crisis, and I 
resolved to thwart this scheme at any 


“That will do, gentlemen,” I said, ris- 
ing and staring toward the companion- 
way, but I had not taken two steps 
before I heard the voice of the mate: 

“Captain,” he said, “what do you 
propose to do?” and I thought I noted a 
shade of defiance in his tones. 

“Mr. Barstow,” I replied, | turning 
toward him and looking him full in the 
face, “I will give you my orders when 
I am ready to have them executed, 
and,”’ I continued, significantly. “‘I ex- 
pect to have them obeyed implicitly.” 

He muttered something which I 
could not hear, but I paid no attention 
to him, and went on deck, followed by 
the second mate, leaving the 
two malcontents in the cabin. : 

As soon as we reached the deck I 
turned to the second mate: 

“Mr. Griffiths,” I said, ‘I depend upon 
you and the boatswain to help me out 
of this muddle. We must get this ship 
to New York, or some other northern 
pers. and we may have a fight on our 

nds before we are able to do it.” 

“You may rely upon me, captain,” he 
replied, “while as for the boatswain. TI 
believe he rather likes a row, and with 
ae opinions he will stick to us to the 
end.” 3 

“How about the crew?” I asked anx- 
lously. 

“There are eight or ten of them who 
will go with those two,” he answered, 
pointing toward the cabin, “‘but the

if the worst came, our forces being 
about equal in point of numbers. 

“Well, we will begin the battle at 
once,” I said, and raising my voice I 
called out: 

“Mr. Gritfiths, call all hands to tack 
ship!” 

“Aye, aye, sir!’’ came the cheery re- 
sponse. 

Almost instantly the mate appeared 
at the cabin hatch, followed by the 
supercargo. The mate was pale as a 
ghost and was evidently much ex- 
cited. 

“Captain,” he said breathlessly, ‘I 
protest against this course of yours!” 

“Mr. Barstow,” I answered coolly, “if 
you attempt to make any trouble on 
this ship I will put you in irons. I 
have yet to learn.that the master of a 
ship is responsible to his officers for 
his actions; take your station for tack- 
ing ship, sir.” 

He hesitated for a tnoment, then ran 
forward, crying: 

“Hey, boys! 
us. to take charge of the ship!”’ 

His words indicated that there had 
been 2 preconcerted plan for taking the 
ship in this very contingency, but the 
plotters had reckoned without their 
host, for as the mate reached the main 
deck, the second mate sprang toward 
him like a tiger, and feled him to the 
deck with a blow with his fist that 
would have stunned an ox. The mu- 
tineers seemingly undaunted by the 
fall of their leader, started aft, armed 
with handspikes and belaying pins, 
but the second mate was equal to the 
emergency. Picking up a pump brake, 
he stood at the foot of the poop com- 
panionway, and defied them, while the 
boatswain rallied the remainder of the 
crew and went into the fight. For a 
time the air was filled with the cries 
and blows of the combatants, but finally 
the boatswain and his crew succeeded 
in getting aft of the other gang, when 
the mutineers began to retreat* slowly 
toward the forecastle, upon reaching 
which they went below pell-mell. The 
second mate immediately closed’ the 
booby hatch and ran a marlin spike 
through the hasp of the fastening. He 
had the mutineers caged, and could now 
turn to the mate, who had recovered 
from the effects of the blow he had re- 
ceived, but only to find himself in the 
hands of his enemies, who proceeded to 
lash him fast to the mainmast. 

The war was over. 

Meanwhile I had been standing by 
the wheel with the helmsman at the 
same time keeping the supercargo at 
bay with my revolver, and when the 
mate was secured I ordered his com- 
rade to be put in irons, too, thus pre- 
venting any further trouble. 

When the decks had been cleared of 
the débris of the battle we put the 
ship about and shaped a course to the 
southward. 

We had no further trouble, for the 
mutineers were glad to agree to any 
terms after we had kept them confined 
in the forecastle for a day or two with- 
out food or water, and by that time we 
were well on our way to the Straits 
of Florida. We had good weather for 
our northern passage, and reached New 
York in about seven days, without 
meeting any obstacles, and when I had 
anchored the ship at the quarantine 
station I immediately went to the city 
and informed the authorities, who took 
charge of the vessel at once. The mate 
and his rebellious crew had behaved so 
well after they were liberated on their 
parole of honor that I did not make 
any report of their attempt at ‘mutiny, 
but allowed them to depart in peace 
when we reached port. 

Upon examination the cargo was 
found to consist entirely of arms and 
ammunition, which was immediately 
seized by the authorities, while the 
ship was held for further adjudication. 

I was out of a position, for I did 
not hope to be retained by the company 


I had, losing them 

$2,000,000 worth of cargo and causing 
the ship to be seized. I returned to 
my home, determined to enlist in de- 
fense of my country, when I was sur- 
prised to receive a request from Gideon 
Welles, then Secretary of the Navy, to 
come to Washington at once, which I 
did, when JI was thanked personally 
by the Secretary, beside being intro- 
duced to the President, who also 
thanked me for my action. After be- 
ing assured that I would not be for- 
gotten I went to my home, and in a 
few days received an official letter from 
the Navy Department, upon opening 
which I found that I had been ap- 
pointed a lieutenant in the navy, and 
was ordered to join the Cereus without 
delay on the Charleston station. 

I accepted the commission and joined 
my ship, serving in her till the close 
of the war. So I have never regretted 
my action in taking from the Southern 
Confederacy the first consignment of 
arms that was sent from England.

cighteen million dollars in hand, all of 
which !t proposes to invest in Cuba and 
Porto Kico; and promises to raise as many 
more millions as may be required.

PHOENIX, (Ariz.,) Dec. 23.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.} The recount in the Bark- 
Murray contest on Sheriff has oscupied the 
aitention of the District Court for the past 
three days. The recount thus far made 
shows 1189 ballots regularly cast for Murray, 
and 1150 for Bark. There have been, thus 
far, 213 votes contested by both sides, 103 
being on behalf of Murray, and 110 on behalf 
of Bark. 

At an adjourned mecting of the Ciiy Coun- 
cil held Wednesday evening a resoiut:on was 
passed, providing for holding an election to 
bond the city for a water works and sew- 
erage system. It is proposed to issue $265,- 
000 worth of bonds in denominations of $1000, 
bearing 5 per Cert. interest, and running 
for thirty years. The election originally 
set for the 22th was reset for the 24th of 
January. The law provides that all eec- 
tors having real or personal preperty in the 


_ city subject to taxation may vote on this 


subject. The last Legislature passed a law 
giving women the right to exercise suffrage 
in municipal elections, and such will be 
able to vote on this question..

REDONDO MYSTERY. 


NO IDENTIFICATION OF MAN’S 
BODY FOUND ON SHORE, 


His Pockets Were Weighted With 
Rock Fragments and There Was 
a Bullet Hole Throggh His 
Brain—Doubtful Whether Murder 
or Suicide. 


The identity of the man whose body 
was recovered from the sea near Re- 
dondo Sunday, was not discovered at 
the Coroner’s inquest yesterday, and 
the remains were buried 4s unknown. 

The corpse was found near the fish- 
ermen’s camp about three miles south- 
erly from Redondo. The shore near 
that place is rocky, and there is @ 
great quantity of kelp in all the waters 
near that spot. It is therefore virtu- 
ally impossible that the body may 
have ’ floated from any considerabie 
distance out at sea, or from any other 
point along the coast. Soon after it 
was discovered the corpse was brought 
to Cate’s place in Redondo, dnd was 
kept in charge of City Marshal Maxey. 

The man had been dead probably two 
or three days, and the body had been 
afioat,although when found it had been 
left by the tide. Nothing that ap- 
peared to have any connection with 
the case was found near where the 
body was lying. 

The man had been about 60 years of 
age. He was 5ft. 6in. high and weighed 
about 150 pounds. Some of the features 
had been destroyed, hut the skin of 
the face was preserved wonderfully, 
and had the appearance of parchment. 
He was nearly toothless. 

There was only a slight beard. The 
hair and mustache were thin and long, 
and both had evidently been dyed from 
gray to black. He had dark slightly- 
striped trousers, nearly new, and a 
black cutaway coat and vest which 
were well worn. The shirt was white, 
and there was attached a_ white col- 
lar bearing a laundry mark, “189 D.”’ 
Another laundry mark, ‘189 B,’’ was 
also found on the clothing. The laun- 
dry mark on the collar had been 
changed several times, but only the 
uncanceled mark could be deciphered. 
In his vest pocket was a Geneva silver 
watch, into which the sea water had 
run, 
o’clock. It was said the water, running 
into the watch as it had done, would 
have stopped the movement in two or 
three minutes. The timepiece had ua 
central key wind. 

Eleven pounds of pieces of rock were 
distributed about the several ‘coat 
pockets. There was no money in the 
pockets, and no papers that would in- 
dicate who the man was except an en- 
velope which was crumpled in an inner 
pocket. When first taken from the 
clothing the envelone was scarcely 
more than a piece of pulp, but after 
being dried and carefully unfolded, a 


partial address was found written on | 


it in ink. The name was in part, ‘“‘C. 
Cc. Spenc——.”” The rest of the name 
was gone. There was sufficient writing 
below to make it evident that the ad- 
dress was “San Francisco, Cal.’ 

In one of the pockets there were a 
number of 38-caliber revolver cart- 
ridges. Under the right ear was a hole 
in the skull, which had evidently been 
made by a bullet of that size. and 
within the skull was such a bullet. 
An examination of the lungs, as made 
at the autopsy, showed that they were 
nearly full of air, and that the man 
did not, therefore, die of drowning. 

The verdict of the jury was that. the 
man had died from a gunshot wound, 
but whether from suicidal or hcmicidal 
intent the jury was,unable to say. 

Neither the San Francisco directory 
for 1897 nor the telephone directory for 
San Francisco contains any name of 
which “C. C. Spenc——’”’ is a part.

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ARSENIO AND CHLOROFORM. 
Baicide of Comrade Brooks of the 
Soldiers’ Hiomec. 

An old man wearing the Soldiers’ 
Fiome uniform committed suicide at 
the Watson lodging-house, No. 123 
South Main street yesterday after- 
noon. There were no papers on his per- 
gon by which he could be identified, but 
his clothing bore the mark “F 2. 3328." 
This being communicated to the Sol- 
diers’ Home: authorities by telephone, 
the reply soon came that the victim 
was William M. Brooks, late of Co. A, 
Bixtieth New York Infantry. 

Brooks was admitted to the home, 
September 18, 1896. He was 62 years 


old, and was afflicted with heart dis-” 


ease. His only known relative is a 
brother-in-law, S. A. Graves of Grin- 
nell, Iowa. 

The old veteran took lodgings at the 
Watson House last Friday afternoon. 
He complained of being ill, and kept 
himself closely secluded .in his room. 
About 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
he made his way to the kitchen and 
asked to be shown the way to. the 
toilet-room. The landlady noticed 
that he was so weak that he could 
scarcely walk, ahd that his eyes had 
@ wild and staring look. She asked 
him if he had had anything to eat 
since Sunday. He replied that he had 
not, and didn’t want anything. 

An hour or two after he returned to 
his room, the landlady, alarmed at his 
appearance, decided to force him to eat 
something or to send for a doctor. 
When she went to the door of his room 
she found it bolted on the inside, and 

_ She could get no response to her knock- 
ing. Then she called a policeman, and 
told him that she feared her lodger 
dead. 

. Officer Broadhead gained entrance to 
the room by forcing a window, and 
found the old man lying on the bed 
dead. He was fully dressed. On a 
stand beside the bed were two empty 
three-ounce chloroform bottles, an 
empty tumbler and a paper containing 
arsenic. The body was sent to Orr & 
Hines’s morgue, where an inquest will 
be held today. 

It is considered all but certain that 
the old man committed suicide by swal- 
lowing arsenic. One of the empty 
chioroform bottles bore the label of F. 

J. Giese, druggist: the other bore the 
label of the C. F. Laux pharmacy. Mr. 
Giese, when questioned, stated that an 
old soldier answering the description 
of the suicide purchased a three-ounce 
vial of chloroform of his last Friday or 
Saturday. The old man said he wanted 
it for external use as liniment, and 
took the cheapest grade. At Laux’s 
pharmacy it was stated that a man 
answering the description of Brooks 
chloroform there last Thursday 
or turday. He came with a four- 
ounce bottle that bore the label of 
Wolff & Chilson, which he asked to 
have refilled. He was accommodated 
with the best grade of the drug. No 
registry of the sale was made at either 
Place, as it was not deemed necessary. 
There was nothing suspicious about 
the actions of the man, so no ques- 
tions were asked him. 

Chloroform having been used by 
Brooks in such large quantities, it is 
presumed that he did use it externally. 
This theory is considered all the more 
probable owing to the fact that he was. 
walking about in full possession of his 
Senses an hour or two before his death. 


Arsenic is most probab! t 
that killed him.

LUCKY BURGLAR WHO WENT TO 
THE RIGHT DRAWER. 


Home of Merrill Whiton Visited by 
a Robber—Police Find the Wrong 
Man in a Box Car—Elaborate 
Christmas Fete at the Academy 
of the Holy Names.

SAN DIBGO, Dec. 26.—{R gular Correspond- 
ence.] Guadalupe Rosales and Epimendo Me- 
lendrez were brought in from Hedges, on the 
desert, yesterday, to be held for trial on the 
charge of assault with a @eadly weapon and 
murder, respectively. Rosales is bull- 
fighter. He coi into a quarrel with a man 
niiwed Charies Saiomon, and ripped him down 
the back with a long knife. It looked as if 
Salomon would die, but he now seems to be 
recovering. 

Rosales was threatened with lynching be an 
angry crowd of miners, and he tried two get 
away. A posse followed him, among whom 
was Epimendo Melendrez. Melendrez ran 
across a colored man named John Lee, and 
shot him down. He claimed that he thought 
Lee was Rosales, but mgs his death Lee 
said it was a cold-bloocde@é assassination. He 
said Melendrez approached him and shot him 
through the leg, and as he fell Lee cried out 
to Meiendrez begging him not to kill him. He 
even offered Meiendrez money to spare him. 
In reply, Melen@rez drew nearer and fired two 
more shots into Lee’s body, from which he 
died a few hours later. 

Meiendrez was caught by the crowd, and 
there was some talk of lynching him, but 
wiser counsel prevailed and he was turned 
over to the authorities. Rosales was also 
caught and turned over. The preliminary ex- 
amination was held at Hedges, where Melen.- 
drez was held without bail for murder, and 
Rosales held for assault with a deadly 
weapon, which may be changed to a more 
serious charge if his victim, Salomon, does 
not improve. 


CHRISTMAS BURGLARIES. 


During the past few days the number of 
hobos arriving in San Diego has been some- 
thing alarming. The city’s portion of the 
County Jail is full and running over witb 
lod@gers, sent up for drunkenness and va- 
grancy. Chief Russe.l is kept busy with his 
small force trying to rid the streets of able- 
bodied rufflans who beg dimes, and who be- 
come insclent and threatening if refused. 

Since Saturday night he'f a dozen burglaries 
and attempted house-breakings have. been re- 
ported. The residence of B. C. Lockwood, at 
Eieventh and C streets, was entered last night 
while the family was at church. Bureau 
drawers were ransecked, but the burglars 
tock nothing. so far as learned. The resi- 
dence of W. R. Rogers, at Seventh and Cedar 
streetc, wes also entered, the the thieves 
wore frightened away before they finished 
thidr work. Theo Fin:zciberg’s house on Fifth 
near Grape was broken into, but there the 
thieves were Griven away. Charles S. Hardy's 
mest market was opened, but passers-by 
scared the thieves. 

The chain gang is to be revived at once. 
Last night it was impessible for the police to 
handle the crowd of hobos. The burly fellows 
were well treated by Christmas pedestrians, 
who almost invariably gave up a dime when 
asked. The hobos got drunk, and were very 
insolent. One officer bagged four hobos at 
once, an@ the others ran in from two to four 
each. Until the chain gang is establishei the 
hobos bave no objcction to being arrested, be- 
ing sure of comfortable quarters and good 
living at the ja'l. 

TRANSPACIFIC STBAMDBRS. 

The following telegram from General Man- 
ager W. S. Tweedie of the California and Ori- 
ental Steamship Company to E. B. Stuart, 
agent of the Santa Fé Company here, explains 
itself: 

“NEW YORK, Dec. 25, 1898 

‘“‘Inform all merchants the Belgian King left

The warehouse on the Santa Fé wharf is 
feady for the roof and sides of corrugated 
iron, which were delayed in transit. but are 
now due. This warehouse will be ready for 
the steamer. 

The Sante Fé Company will give a bond for 
$250.000 to the government for the rapid hand- 
ling and forwarding of immediate freight. 
This is the same amount as required at Gal- 
veston and ports of equal importance. At 
New York the bond is $590,000. The custom 
house officials take charge of bonded freight, 
sealing the cars. and the railroad companv 
hes nothing to @ with it except to forward 
it to its destination. There the customs au- 
thorities open the car and collect duty. 

The big warehouse will be partitioned off to 
accommodate the customs officers. There wil! 
be a spacious room for the examination of 
passengers’ baggage and the handling of Chi- 
nese and Japencse. as well as an office and 
heacquarters for freicht business.

RANDSBURG’S VS CHRISTMAS. 


Free Fights, Christmas Trees and 
Good News of the Mines. 
RANDSBURG, Dec. 25.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence. } The’ third Christmas in 
Randsburg and a typical one in a mining 
camp, with the accompaniments of drinking, 
swearing and fighting. For the first time 
since the Fourth of July. ali work has 
stopped, and all the men are idic. Itis a 
gaia day all around, and before 10 o'clock 
there were at least half a dozen fights and 
as many eyes in mourning. A Chr stmas 
tree for the whole town was prepared in 
Arkel’s Hall. The tree was a very large 
one. brought from Pasadena at an expense 
of $10, and was a thing of beauty and a joy 
to the little ones who were present to the 

number of 200 or more. 

The ball which was gotten up by the 
Miners’ Union, was a magnificent affair, and 
nearly two hundred people appeared in cor- 
tume. The music started up about 9 o'clock 
and from that time until 11, the time for 
unmasking, everybody haa a high old time. 

THE MINES. 

Work on the new mill at the Yellow Aster 
which had been delayed on account of the 
non-arrival of lumber and iron for the roof 
and sides, has been resumed. The lumber 
is now about ali here. The heavy timodeis 
for the batteries, some 60,000 feet in all, 
which had to be ordéred from the forest 
after the contract was signed, caused the 
delay. The last car arrived last night. 
Some of the sticks are of immense size, and 
a single one not over twelve feet long 
weighs two tons. They are 30x30 inches 
square. 

The iron for the roof came in last night, 
and now work wiil be rushed to completion. 
Where the mill stands the guich is narrow 
and arrangements have been made to pipe 
tne tailings about four hundred yards to 
better dumping grounds. A retaining wall 
has been built across this gulch, a little be- 
low where the tailings’ will he dumped. 
About five hundred feet lower down another 
and very much higher and stronger wall 
has been thrown across the guich, and much 
of the dirt and stone between removed, thus 
making a large reservoir. The water at the 
wells is constantly increasing, and it looks 
now as if no more development would be 
necessary. When the mill is in operation 
something like 100,000 gallons of water will 
be run through it every day. and there will 
soon be a large reservoir of water which if 
not needed for miuing will be used to irri- 
gate «= piece of alfalfa which Mr. Singleton 
proposes to experiment with just west cf 
Randsburg. A piece of green grass grow- 
ing in ~~ desert will be an attraction worth 
looking at. 

The main shaft on the Little Butte is now 
down 550 feet. At the 900-foot level they 
are running a drift in each direction ard 
taking out good ore in both This is also 
the case in the 300 and 400-foot leveis. On 
the east, connection is made with the Ken- 
yon, and on the west they are upraising at 
200 feet to strike the 50-foot shaft above. 
This = ve them fine circulation through- 
out. Their Ang mill is running constantly, 
except Sunda 

The Little Butte peonle are also interested 
in the Pacific Coast Company, and own 
owe of claims on the east side of Gold Hill 

ountain a few miles above Dove Springs, 
about thirty-five miles west of here. They 
have bought the Smith, ten stamp mill at 
Garlock, and moved it over to Dove Springs, 


where they are rebuilding it and will work 


these claims. A great deal of prospecting 
has been done on and around Pinon Moun- 
tain, and Gold Hill and some wonderfully 
rich ore is occasionally found, but there 
has never been any systematic effort at min- 
ing done there, nor has there ever been a 
mill there 

The Wedge is doing better than ever be- 
fore in the production of ore. During this 
month they will miil something like 150 
tons at the Reé Dog mill in Johannesburg, 
besides some 25 tons or more of exceedingly 
rich ore which will run away above $10) 
per ton, which they will mill at the Eureka 
mill this week. 

The Black Hawk is developing finely, and 
is maintaining its reputation of being one 
of here. .This mine has 
a heavy ly of low grade ore, and with 
closer and better milling facilities, which 
also means cheaper, will be able to mill ore 
that will not now pay to work. TheCudde- 
back lake mill is being taken down and 
moved te the Black Hawk mine, and is be- 
ing put up near the principal shaft. This 
will do away with the long, costly haui of 
ore. he last run of eighty tons went $15. 

The O. K. mines lie next to the Slack 
Hawk, and have been purchased by Coilins, 
a New York man. who is going to work to 
thoroughly develop them. He has recently 
struck some very rich ore in cross cutting 
at a depth of 100 feet. The mines run 
through a ridge which runs parallel to the 
and only a short dis- 
tance from it ork is being carried on on 
both sides of the ridge in a very practical 
way, and the outlook is very good. The 
ore is very similar to the Black Hawk, but 
some of it is richer. 

A few days azo a nugget worth $455 
was found near Kave Springs by J. B. Clif- 
ton and Archibald Martin. This is the 
third large one found in that locality in 
the last three years. First, Joggers found 
one worth over $60, and stayed drunk 
for six weeks over the find. Then last year 
Lacky found one worth over $300 

The new mill on the Hard Cash seems to 
be an entire success. It has been running 
now regularly for the past week and Mr. 
Tinker says they will hereafter run it night 
and day. It has a capacity of nearly, or 
quite a ton an hour. and has been accepted 
as satisfactory by the owners. This is so 
far the first really successful attempt to 
save the gold from low grade ores by the 
dry process, and if it continues to do its 
work as now. will revolutionize the working 
of low grade ores. The Eureka mill crushed 
a few sacks of very rich ore from the Merced 
in the Stringer district last week, the whele 
making a brick worth $500, four sacks of the 
ore yielding 

The Red Dog mill is now making a run - 
160 tons from the windy mine. This m 
has just made a small run of fifty tons — 
the Kenyon which was very rich. They 
are now running on Wedge ore.

Facts Tend to Show Mental Aber- | 
ration, Caused by the Use of a 
Nostram to Reduce Flesh.

Private detectives in 
doing their utmost to discov the 
whereabouts of Mrs. El W. Keller, who 
is a member of one of the best known 
families of the country, and who mys- 
teriously disappeared from her home, 
near the foothills, north of Lordsburg, 
last Thursday. At Pomona there was 
a good deal of talk of an elopement 
yesterday, when the news was first 
made public, the woman’s name being 
connected with that of a man recently 
a frequenter of that town. A repre- 
sentative of The Times who went to 
Pomona yesterday to investigate the 
reported elopement, could find no evi- 
dence to connect the woman's name 
with that of any man, while the facts 
in the case would rather seem to in- 
dicate that she had left home while suf- 
fering from mental aberration. 

Mrs. Keller's maiden name was Belle 
Rogers, and she and Mr. Keller were 
married at the home of her parents in 
Clyde, O., about fifteen years ago. They | 
have had no children, and, notwith- | 
standing an affair which tended to mar | 
their happiness some dozen years ago, | 
and which would give color to the) 
story of elopement, their life in recent | 
years has been a happy one, and there | 
was no reason to believe that she was 

contemplating leaving her beautiful 

home. | 
During the World's Fair in Chicago, 
in 1893, Mrs. Keller and a lady friend | 
residing in this city visited the fair to- | 
gether. Both were suffering from cor- | 
pulency, Mrs. Keller then weighing in | 
the neighborhood of 150 pounds After 
returning, both women began to lose | 
flesh rapidly, and neither has had a 
well day from that time. Mrs. Keller | 
has steadily lost fiesh until she now | 
weighs but ninety pounds. For the past | 
three months she has hardly been able | 
to take a particle of nourishment, and, | 
during the past few weeks, she has | 
acted very strangely about the house | 
and has been under the almost constant | 
supervision of her husband, who felt | 
that she was suffering from mental af- 
fliction. 

It has been the belief of the friends 
of these women that during their visit 
to the fair they began using some med- 
icine intended to remove surplus flesh, 
and that they thereby ruined their 
health, though neither ever admitted 
that they were taking such a nostrum. 
A few days ago Mrs. Keller, who had 
her individual bank account, drew her 
money from the bank, Mr. Keller being 
told by her that she had had no inten- 
tion to draw out the money. but when 
the cashier gave it to her she took it. 
This added to Mr. Keller’s suspicion 
that all was not right with his wife's 
mind, and he resolved to watch her 
more closely. He found that she al- 
Ways carried her purse attached to her 
waise when awake, and when asleep she 
managed to have it concealed. The 
husband has little idea. how much 
money his wife had, but is certain that 
there was over $100 to her credit at the 
bank. 

Thursday,afternoon Mr. and Mrs. 
Keller went for a drive, and shortly 
after their return, Mr. Keller, missing 
his wife, and investigation showed that 
she had taken the cars at Lordsburg | 
for Los Angeles, paying her fare on the | 
cars, and from that time no trace of her | 
has been found. | 
There ar rumors to the effect that. 
during Mr. Keller's detention in this. 
city as a juryman a few weeks since 

the house was frequentliqy visited by 

the man whom the public has sus- 

pected of knowing something of Mrs. 
Keller’s present abode, but whether 

this is true or not, the family deny it. 
emphatically. and there could be found | 
no one who would claim to speak from | 
personal knowledge. | 
Mr. Keller followed his wife to this 

city, and still believing that she is suf- 
fering from mental aberration, he has 
set detectives at work tracing her 
whereabouts, as vet without success. 

Mrs. Keller is about 35 years of are, 
and in earlier days she was a hand- 
some woman, having beautiful light | 
hair, dark eyes and healthy complex- 
ion. As indicated, in recent years her 
beauty has faded, and thourh still an 
attractive woman. she bore physical ev- 
idences of the fact that she was a 
chronic invalid. She is a devout mem- 
ber of the Cetholic Church. having 
some time ago presented to Father 
Fisher of that denomination the most 
elegant vestments seen in this part of. 
the country. Her husband is a very. 
prosperous horticulturist. and they lived | 


in elegance and comfort. traveling ex- 
tensively and enjoying life in general.
